As the culmination of hie sensational trip 
to Iuka and Chicago in search of decisive 
proof of Broderick’s guilt he made an in- 
formal call on States Attorney Wayman, at 
which the senatorial bribery — was 
discussed.

Cash Killed This Bill. 

One of the men who is said to e 
forced to contribute to this fund said: | 

“ We had a legitimate cause for complaint 
against the injustice of the pending measure, 
It meant nothing less than the confiscation 
of our business and the abandonment of the 
Illinois river for commercial fishing.

Senator Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma made 
a speech in the senate today in support of 
the general adoption: of the Oregon election 
plan. It was an important pronouncement 
beeause it put cleanly and squarely before 
the senate the naked truth as to the effect 
of corruption in eléctions upon good govern- 
ment. Following the explanation made 
by Lorimer on Saturday it could not but

Suggests Lorimer’s Case. 


For example, Mr. Owen said—and. no sena- 
tor could’ have refrained from thinking of

Mr. President, the great evil from which 
the American people have suffered in recent 
years has deen the secret but well known 
alliance between commercial interests and 
machine polities, by which commercial in-

crate and Republicans alike; by which pri- 
vate individuals have become enormously 
rich and many millions of people intellec- 
tually, physically, financially, or morally 
weak, have been reduced to poverty and to 
a condition of relative financial, industrial, 
and moral degradation. 

Mr. President, I have no desire to seek 
partisan advantage by pointing out the weak- 
nessea of the government under the present 
methods of party management. I should like 
to see the complete restoration of good gov- 
ernment in the United States 


People Must Down Corruption. 


“Only by the overthrow of corruption in 
politics, and by the elimination of the ein- 
ister influences of commercialism, will the 
people ofthe country ever be able to con- 
sider dispassionately the great matters of 
public policy which are so essential to their 
future development and welfare.“ 

When Mr. Owen concluded, talks with sen- 
ators disclosed the fact that a majority is 
in favor of direct vote of senators by the 
people. There is no likelihood of the passage 
of a constitutional amendment contemplat- 
ing such action at this time.

* That the voters in thirty-four of the fifty- 
one senatorial districts of Illinois were prac- 
tically disfranchised at the last election as 
to their votes for members of the state house 
of representatives through the mutual agree- 
ment of the managers of the two major 
parties to place on the primary ballot not 
Vote for three,” but ‘ Vote for two’ or 
‘Vote for one, thereby limiting the number 
of their nominations to a total of three men 
for three seats, and thus doing away with all 
possibility of a contest or choice by the voters 
at the polls. 

“That the present primary law under 
which state-wide primaries will be beld on 
Sept. 15 next, contains a provision making it 
possible to repeat this disfranchisement by 
giving to the senatorial committeemen power 
again to limit the number of their candwates 
for the house to less than three (three being 
the number of vacancies to, be filled in each 
district), and thereby continue the notorious 
bipartisan combine which has isgraced the 
Tilineis legislature. . 

Aid of Votere Ie Asked, 

“In view of the foregoing situation, which 
is not new in the state, but which has grown 
more flagrant through years of toleration, 
the executive committee of the Legislative 
Voters’ league hereby makes the following 
declaration of principles: 

* First—We earnestly urge the voters of 
each senatorial district to demand of the ma- 
jor party organisations that a sufficient num- 
|. ber of legi#lative nominations be allowed to 
permit a genuine freedom of choice at the 
election. 

“ Second—if the two major party machines 
refuse to permit a total of not leas than four 
nominations for the three lower house seats in 
each. detrict,. we shall call upon the voters 
in. such 4istricts to refuse to support stich 
Democratic or Republican candidates, gnd 
we shall advise the voters to cumulate their 
rote y upon independent or minor party candi- 

ates."

39 MEN ARRESTED || 


Attempt to Storm City Jail 
Follows Holiday Orgy 
and Street Battle. 


POLICE WIN BY TRICK. 


Plain Clothes Men Mix with Mob 
and Herd Members Behind 
the Bars. 


Rockford, III., May 31.—[Specia!.}—Thirty- 
nine men are in the county jail awaiting 
grand jury action on a.charge of rioting. 
They were part of a mob which attacked a 
squad of policemen last night, ran wild for 
an hour or more, and finally wound up a holi- 
day orgy by trying to storm the cit to 
obtain the release of a prisoner. Additional 
arrests are expected. 

The riot had ita inception when Policeman 
Charles Cavanaugh tried to disperse a crowd 
in Seventh street. One, who was drunk, re- 
fused to move and was arrested. While tak- 
ing him to the police station, Cavanaugh was 
attacked by another man, whom he suc- 
ceeded in capturing. Cavanaugh, fighting off 
the others, landed his asailant in the station. 

When the patrol Wagon arrived with other 
officers, a general fight began, in which the 
police used their clubs. Oscar Stott, whois 
said to have tried to pull a prisoner out of 
the wagon, was hit on the head and his scalp 
laidsopen. The police worked the wagon 
through the crowd and took their man to the 
city jail. 

Police Use Their Revolvers. 

The disorder continued and more police 
were rushed to the scene. The crowd moved 
up and down the thoroughfare defying the 
officers. Two policemen were driven into a 
stairway, where they stood off the mob with 
drawn revolvers. 

Suddenly some one raised the cry: ‘‘ Storm 
the city jail,” and in an instant the mob 
rushed to the jail, ten blocks distant. On 
the way it riddled windows of street car 
barns with stones. When the mob arrived at 
the city hall it numbered about 300 men and 
boys. Police at the Central station had —— 
noted and were prepared. Half a 
men in plain clothes were sent ome 
dropped in among the rioters as they — 
proached the jail. 

When the yelling crowd came in front of 
the police headquarters a detail of police 
rushed out and began dragging in all they 
could get their hands upon. , They were aided 
by the plain clothes men, who rushed the 
rioters into the building ahead of them. The 
all doors had deem left open and over a score 
of rioters were shoved through them Nke 
sheep and locked in. The remainder of the 
mob fled. 


"Wholesale Arrests End Riot. 

The patrol wagon was hurried to the scene 
of the first disorder and a dozen men known 
to have been in the mob were brought in. 
The wholesale arrests ended the disturbance. 

None of the thirty-nine could give bail when 
arraigned this morning. They will de boundg 
over to the grand jury tomorrow and State's 
Attorney North declares they will be severely 
dealt with. Business men on Seventh street 
urged a heavy penalty. This is the third out- 
break of the kind on that street in a few 
years. 

Nearly, all of the prisoners are Swedish 
factory hands.

It is an office that in this new reign will 


de led by the young duchess of Devonshire, 


who is succeeding to it on the retirement of 
her aunt, the duchess of Buccleuch. The lat- 
ter only the other day celebrated her golden 
wedding. and having. served both the late 
queen and Queen Altxandra as mistress of 
the robes feels that she shoul@ give way to 
some younger woman and has accordingly 
tendéred her resignation. 

In the days of Queen Victoria there was 
sometimes a difficulty in securing a duchess 
for the post of mistress of the robes. For 
owing to the fact of her being a queen 
regnant instead of merely a queen consort it 
was necessary that the mistress should be- 
long to the same political persuasion as the 
administration in power, and then, as now, 
duchesses—especially duchesses qualified by 
birth and by knowledge of court life for the 
post—were rare in the ranks of the Liberal 
party. 

In the case of Queen Alexandra and Queen 
Mary, that is to say, queens consort, the mis- 
tress of the robes does not change with the 
administration and there is nothing to pre- 
vent the duchess of Devonshire from remain- 
ing at the head of Queen Mary's household 
throughout the new reign. 

: — 

The mistress of the robes exercises pow- 
ers equivalent to those of grand mistresses of 
the courts at St. Petersburg. Berlin, and 


Vienna, and to that of camarera mayor de | 


palacio at Madrid. That is to say, she is at 
the head of the entire household of the queen, 
having full authority over the latter's ladies 
in waiting and maids of honor. It is she who 
is supposed to arrange the waits,” that is to 
say, the terms of attendance of the various 
ladies of the queen. The latter’s lord cham- 
berlain, vice chamberlain, treasurer, private 
secretary, and equerry are also under her 
orders. She has ail sorts of prerogatives and 
perquisites, the latter including the robes of 
state worn by the queen at the coronation. 
On that occasion only she bears the queens 
train, but at all other court functions and 
officia] ceremonies stands either immediately 
by the queen’s side or else walks right be- 
hind her. 

The salary is merely nominal, amounting to 
about $3,000 a year, and, of course, the mis- 
tress has certain of the royal carriages and 
royal servants always at her disposal. 

So far as can be ascertained the office, as 
now constituted, dates from the reign of 
Queen Anne, when it was held by Sarah 
duchess of Marlborough, who, as every read- 
er of English history knows, exercised the 
most extraordinary despotism, not to say 
terrorism. over that monarch. Under Queen 
Victoria the mistresses of the robes were in 
uchess of Sutherland, wife of the 
second duke; the duchess of Buccieuch, the 
late duchess of Atholl, the late duchess of 
Wellington, the late duchess of Argyll, the 
late duchess of Bedford, the mother of the 
present duke of Sutherland, and the now 
dowager duchess of Roxburghe. 

— 

The new mistress of the js the present 
duchess of Devonshire, who st not be con- 
founded with the dowager dutfiess, is just as 
much of a personal friend of Queen Mary as 
her aunt and predecessor in office, the duchess 
of Buccleuch, is a friend of Queen Alexandra. 
She is the eldest daughter of the marquis of 
Lansdowne, the leader in the fight of the lords 
against the commons, and in turn secretary of 
state for foreign anairs, for war, governor 
general of Canada, and viceroy of India. 

Lady Lansdowne has long been a lady in 
waiting of Queen Alexandra. She is a sister 
of the duke of Abercorn and figures conspic- 
uously under a transparently disguised name 
in Lord Beaconsfield’s novel ‘“Lothair.”” The 
duchess of Devonsaire is about 40 years of 
age and has six children. Her favorite broth- 
er, Lord Charles Witzmaurice, married to 
Lord Minto’s daughter, Lady Violet Biliot, 
aas for some time past been an equerry to 
King George. 

There are few women in London who pos- 
sess a more perfect knowledge of all the ins 


and outs of English society and a more exten- 


sive experience of the British and foreign 
courts than Lady Lansdowne, while her ex- 
quisite tact is unrivaled, at any rate in May- 
fair. The duchess of Devonshire has had the 
advantage of having been trained by her 
mother and has inherited most of the latter's 
gifts. These, together with her husband's 
great wealth, her rank, and her vast social in- 
fluence, combining, as it does, that of the 
powerful Cavendish and Hamilton famiiies, 
render particularly happy her appointment as 
mistress of the robes to Queen Mary. 
— 

King Edward's death has had the effect of 
putting a definite end to whatever faint 
chances Sir Thomas Lipton might have bad 
of attaining his pet ambition, election to the 
Royal Yacht squadron, the premier yachting 
club of Great Britaim and perhaps of the 
world. Even the powerful backing of the late 
king proved unavailing to open to the owner 
of the various Shamrocks the portals of the 
castle,“ the headquarters Of the squadron at 
Cowes, in the face of the determined opposi- 
tion of an overwhelming majority of the 
club. 

And now that King Edward has gone Sir 
Thomas is left to all intents and purposes 
without a friend in the organization, where 
there has always been a tendency to regard 
his successive attempts to win the America 
cup as an advertising scheme for his business. 
Without imputing any such motives to Sir 
Thomas, who has at any rate the sportsman’s 
quality of being a good loser, the fact remains 
that on each occasion when he has raced for 
the cup the tremendous publicity which he 
has received in connection therewith has had 
the effect of so booming his business on both 
sides Of the Atlantic as tö more than cover 
all his expenditure upon the contest.

Payne Whitney of New York. Lord Redes- 
dale, who under the name of Bartle Mit- 
ford, wrote Tales of Old Japan,“ takes the 
place of the late Montague Guest as librarian 
of the club, and Lord Albemarle and Capt. 
R. Sivane Stanley are the new members of 
the sailing committee. 


— 

With regard to Sir Thomas Lipton, he has 
never enjoyed to any degree the favor of the 
new king and queen. Indeed, the only re- 
maining member of the reigning bouse of 
England in whose graces he stands high is 
the late sovereign's youngest sister, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg. She frequently takes 
long cruises with her sons on his yacht Erin, 
where sometimes he remains on board to act 
as her host, while on other occasions he places 
the yacht unreservedly at her disposal. 

AS at nearly every port where the princess 
touches when she cruises in the Meditér- 
ranean she finds royal relatives, Sir Thomas 
has in this manner managed vastly to extend 
his acquaintance among the anointed of the 
Lord. Another frequent guest of Sir Thomas 
on the Erin is the widowed Empress Eugenie, 
who has been enabled, indeed, by Sir Thomas’ 
hospitality in this connection to dispense 
with her own costly steam yacht, the Thistle: 
an economy which has naturally appealed to 


her thrifty disposition.

Takes Brooklyn Handicap from 
Olambala by a Length.

Opposing Legislation and Reduced 
Stake Puts Damper.on Race. 


New York, May 31.—The Brooklyn handi- 
cap, its glory dimmed by recent anti-betting 
legislation, its value as a stake shrunk to 
$6,000, as compared with $19,750 two years 
ago, was won today in easy fashion by Sam 
Hildreth's Fitz Herbert in the presence of a 
thinned out crowd variously estimated at be- 
tween 6,000 and 8,000 persons. 

R. T. Wilson Jr.'s Olambala finished sec- 
ond, a length behind the winner, and a head 
in front of Prince Imperial, the entry of the 
Woodlawn stable. 

Coming as it did after the triple holiday co- 
incident with Memorial day, the opening of 
the Brooklyn Jockey club’s meeting was not as 
auspicious as its promoters and familiars had 
hoped. Raw, unseasonable weather further helped 
to keep down the attendance, but the chief de- 
termining factor was the stringent laws recently 
passed at Albany, which gave race goers a feeling 


that the likelihood of another Brookiyn handicap 
next year is very smell. 


Victor Quoted at Short Odds. 


The race, which had frequently brought together 
in the past forty and fifty thousand spectators, 
and the pick of the thoroughbreds of America, was 
contested by a bare half dosen starters. 

Fitz Herbert, at the short odds of 3 to 6, easily 
outclassed the field and the race was his from the 
start. Under the confident guidance of Jockey 
Dugan, loaned by August Belmont, for the occasion, 
the champion four year old took the lead from the 
moment the barrier was shot up and never was in 
danger during the entire mile and a quarter. Run- 
ning with easy stride he won as he pleased, at times 
leading the field by three full lengths. The time, 
2:06 8-8, although not as fast as the last two run- 
mings of the Brooklyn, compared favorably with the 
average since 1887.

Fairie's Speeder Rated as Favor- 
ite in English Classic. 


WITHDRAW YANKEE HORSES. 


Maher Only Foreign Jockey in Event; 


Value of Stakes Is $31,000. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 31.—Notwithstanding the 
public mourning there is a prospect that the 
one hundred and thirty-first derby, which will 
be run tomorrow, will be the exciting race 
which draws the usual crowd. The weather 
outlook is unfavorable, although the early 
part of the day is likely to be fine enough to 
allow the customary throng of those driving 
to Epsom to reach the course in comfort. 

Fifteen horses are expected to start, but 
only six are backed to any great extent, and 


from these Mr. Fairie’s Lemberg and Lord Rose- 
bery’s Neil Gow stand out as favorites. The Rose- 
bery colt is backed for the biggest amounts, al- 
though the odds are affected by his having sprung 
a curb. His trainer and veterinarieg say he neither 
is lame nor sore, but the confidence of bettors is 
shaken and his rival, Lemberg, has become first 
favorite. The betting in London tonight is T to 4, 
taker and wanted, against Lemberg and 9 to 4 
taken against Nell Gow. 

Lord Rosebery seems to be confident of winning 
his fourth Derby, and Maher, who wil! ride Neil 
Gow, equally hopes to steer his own fourth Derby 
winner. All the American and other foreign en- 
tries have been canceled, so there is no international 
interest in the race. All the jockeys who will ride, 
with the exception of Maher, are English. 

The other betting is 10 to 1 against Sir John 
Thursby’s Greenback, 100 to 7 against A. P. Cun- 
liffe’s Charles O'Malley, 100 to 7 against Maj. 
Loder’s Admiral Hawke, and 20 to 1 against E. A. 
Wigan's Ulster King. The value of the race is 
6,500 sovereigns.

Rinaker Asks Greater Seope for Local

Broader powers for the Probate court and 
the eventual transformation of that tribunal] 
into a system akin to the Chicago Municipal 
courts system, were recommended by Judge 
Charles 8. Cutting in an address at the 
monthly dinner of the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion at the Midday club last night. 

Judge Lewis Rinaker followed with a talk 
urging changes in the local improvements 
act and suggested that the board of local 
improvements should be given greater scope. 

“I recommend the establishment of a Pro- 
bate court which shall do everything from 
the granting of letters to the vesting of title 
of, real estate in heirs,” ‘asserted Judge Cut- 
ting. The Probate court should have com- 
plete and absolute chancery jurisdiction, 

I would have a statutory definition of the 
powers of court relative to the allowance, 
apportionment, and ultimate payment of at- 
torney’s fees, These should not be a charge 
against the administrator personally, but 
payable under the court as costs of adminis- 
tration. 


Should Have One Head Judge. 


“The Probate court should have one gu- 
preme justice as the single responsible head. 
You should permit nothing that will divide up 
responsibility. You should have a chief jus- 
tice of the Probate court as autocratic in 
power and as dictatorial as in the municipal 
courts system.“ 

Judge Rinaker expressed @ different view 
of the situation. 

“One solution of the present trouble of the 
Probate court would be to put it back where 
it belongs—a branch of the County court.“ 
he said. “‘ As for the County courts, they, 
too, should use more power. The court can 
pass on a million dollar special assesement, 
but it cannot pass on a $1,000 contract. 

All local improvements should originate 
with the board of local improvements. There 
should be a change in the law which would 
let the minority property owners compe! the 
Board of local improvements to hold public 
heartngs. 


More Power for Local Improvements. 

“Then, if the majority approvés of im- 
provement, the board should get suitable or- 
dinantes. As it is now a special assessment 
proceeding is a lawsuit between the city and 
objecting property holders. The nonobject- 
ing owners do not appear. All powers and 
the control of streets and pavement should 
be vested in the board of local improve- 
ments.

DRY GOODS MARKET PUZZLE: 
FINISHED GOODS ARE REDUCED 
Lower Prices in Face of Higher Rate for 


Cotton Is Surprising, Dealers Assert 
—Yarns Are Firmly Held. 


New York, May 31.—[Special.]—Certain 
buyers of dry goods are at a loss to under- 
stand the situation, and why the finished 
goods are reduced when raw cotton is selling 
today at a higher price than was the case 
last February when prints were placed on a 
basis of 6 cents a yard.

TAFT WILL CPPOSE FAVORS 
TO SPECIAL ALASKAN ROADS, 


President Mncunces Belief in Need for 
General Law Like That in Effect in 
Philippine Islands. 


Washington, D. C., May 31. — President 
Taft has announced that during his ad- 
ministration he will not lend his approval 
to legislation designed to give government 
aid to specific railroad interests in Alaska. 
Instead, he favors a general law which will 
apply to all who comply with its pro- 
visions; a law modeled after the policy which 
for years has been in effect in the Philippine 
islands. 

The announcement came in the shape of 
executive approval of an adverse report 
made to«congress by Secretary of the In- 
terior Ballinger on a bill which proposed 
specific aid to the Alaska Great Northern 
railroad. The fight over this bill is said 
to have developed much of the controversy 
waged before the committees of congress.

The backers of the bill, it is said, have 


set up the charge that those who oppose 
their measure are controlled by the Mor- 
gan-Guggenheim syndicate. Gov. Clark, 
former Gov. Hoggatt, and Lewis P. Shackle- 
ford, Republican national committeeman 
from Alaska, have all been included in 
these omnibus statements. 

In this connection, Mr. Shackleford has 
made public a statement in which he charges 
that a “lobby is being maintained in 
Washington in behalf of these “special 
privilege" bills and in which he attacks 
Delegate Wickersham of Alaska, in vi : 
fashion. Mr. Shackleford believes that the 
announcement of President Taft's policy 
will do much to clear the air in Alaska.

History of Missouri Fight.

“Now, these statéinents are absolutely 
untrue, and the shippers have been deceived 


by those who made the compilations. 


Where the returns for the calendar year 
1907 showed earnings from operation of $11,- 
548 per mile those for 1900 showed only $11,- 


086, or $462 less, per mile. 


“For the first three months of the calen- 
dar year 1910 the returns show gross earn- 
ings of $2,734 per mile, against $2,618 for the 
corresponding months in 1007, or a gain of 


$116 per mile. But any elation over this 


provement is chastened by the fact that the 
expenses have increased from $1,770 per mile 
for the three months in 1907 to $1,927 for 1910,

"ON TAX DELAYED 


Supreme Body Orders Rear- 
gument of Case Involving 
Corporation Levy. 


COLLECTIONS TO KEEP ON. 


Refunds Will Be Given if the 
New Law Is Held to Be Void 
Next Winter. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., May 31.—[Special.)— 
Whether President Taft's corporation tax— 
imposed by the Payne-Aldrich tariff law. is 
constitutional will not be known until next 
winter. The United States Supreme court to- 
day ordered a reargument of the case next 
fall The executive branch, however, will 
continue to collect the tax and enforce the 
penalties, a refund of all payments to be made 
in case the law is held unconstitutional.

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CUMMINS O. K.’S RAILROAD BILL 
ON EVE OF LEAVING FOR HOME. 
Iowa Senator Says Amended Measyre Is 


Satisfactory to Him and Progressive 
Colleagues. 


Washington, D. C., May 31.—On the eve of 
leaving for his home in Iowa for the purpose 
of participating in the campaign in that 
state, Senator Cummms today informed the 
senate that as aménded the railroad bill 
would receive his vote, as it would also the 
votes of the progressive Republican senators 
who have stood with him in opposition tothe 
bill as it was prepared by the attorney gen- 
eral and introduced by Senator Elkins in | 
behalf of the administration. 

The statement'was made in the shape of a 
brief speech delivered by himself in support 
of an amendment placing upon the railroad 
companies the burden of proof in hearings 
on rate increases. This amendment was ac- 
cepted by Senator Elkins and became a part 
of the bill by general consent, thus consti- 
tuting the only amendment presented by the 
lowa senator which has been accepted by 
the senate. 

In his speech Mr. Cummins said that while 
the bill left much to be desired, he considered 
it a step forward in railroad legislation. He 
enumerated the various provisions of the 
measure, and said that with the exception of 
the court of commerce sections he considered 
it in every way desirable legislation. 

He felicitated himself and his associates 
especially upon the expurgation of sections 
T and 12, dealing with traffic agreements and 
mergers. The first of these he character- 
ized as a reproach and the second as a curi- 
osity. He closed with the/following state- 
ment: 

“ We have been as free to commend what 
we thought to be right as we have been to de- 
nounce what we believed to be wrong.” 

Aside from the adoption of the Cummins 
provision, the action of the day consisted in 
the rejection of Senator Brown's amend- 
ment, prohibiting the consolidation of com- 
petitive railroads. This amendment went out 
in an adverse vote of 20 to 41.

Supreme Court Upholds Illinois 


Statute Which Is Unique. 


HERTZ WINS TAX SUIT. 
Judgment Sentencing the Rhodus 
Brothers Is Supported. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., May 81.—[8pecial.J— 
The Illinois law prohibiting a corporation 
from owning and operating in real estate 
was upheld today by the United States Su- 
preme court in a decision which declares un- 
lawful the ownership of a State street build- 
ing and leasehold by the Merrimac Building 
company. The Illinois law, unique in this 
country, was passed in 1872 with the object 
of preventing the creation of great land com- 
bines which might control the state. 

In recent years the law has been found irk- 
some, particularly by the concerns desiring 
to erect and operate office buildings in Chi- 
cago, and many attempts have been made 
to effect its repeal, the last having been con- 
tained in the revision of corporation laws 
vetoed by Gov. Deneen. 

The law came before the Supreme court on 
an appeal from the judgment of the Illinois 
Supreme court by Edward A.. Charles B.. 
and Edward J. Shedd, officers of the Merri- 
mac Buildi g company, waich hed leased a 


eite, and erected thereon an office building: 


John C. Patterson attacked the validity of 
the company’s ownership of the buliding, and 
the Supreme court decided it was in violation 
of the law prohibiting a corporation from 
hold.ng real estate for profit. The Supreme 
court affirmed this decision without com- 
ment. 


Woodman Heirs Lose Suit. 
Because a man died within one year of the 
repeal of the Spanish war taxes is not suf- 
ficient reason for withholding payment of 
the tax on any legacies he may have left. 


This was the decision of the Supreme court 


today in the case of Interna! Revenue Collec- 
tor Henry Hertz of Chicago against Gordon 
O. Woodman and the other heirs of James F. 
Woodman, who died on March 15, 1902. 

By the decision the government is allowed 
to retain a tax of §2,812 paid under protest 


on bequests totaling $166,250. The tax was 


repealed July 1, 1902, and protest was made 
that the law did not apply in the case of 
deaths within the preceding year. 

The decision validates collections of more 
than $500,000 made by the government during 
the period in question. 


Missouri Statute Held Invalid, 
The statute of Missouri, passed March 13. 


1907, prohibiting foreign corporations from 


doing business within the state if they seek 
litigation in the United States courte today 
was declared unconstitutional by the United 
States Supreme court. ' 

In striking down the statute the court up- 
held the opinion of Judge Smith McPherson 
of-the federal Circuit. court for the western 
district of Missouri. The opinion replied for- 
cibly to the critics of the federal courte for 
*‘interfering with state affairs. 

The validity of the law was brought up 
when the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Railway company asked for an injunction to 

revent the secretary of state of Missouri 

rom revoking its license to do business in 
the state because of alleged violation of the 


statute of March 13. 


Rhodus Sentence Is Upheld. 

The Supreme court affirmed the judgment 
of the Illinois Supreme court sentencing 
Thomas Birch and Edward Rhodus to impris- 
onment in jail for six months for contempt 
of court. They refused to turn over to Re- 
ceiver John C. Fetzer of thé Mercantile Se- 
curities company books and papers which 
would have thrown light upon the alleged 
financial manipulations involved. 

The Cook County Cireuit court held them 


in contempt dnd imposed the sentence and 


the IIliois Supreme court upheld it. Attor- 
neys J. B. David and B. C. Bachrach, on be- | 
half of the Rhodus brothers, argued unsuc- 
cessfully that their clients stood on constitu. 


tional grounds in refusing to turn over papers 


that would have furnished evidence against 
the defendants in the criminal trial of the 
brothers in the federal court. c 


HISTORY OF BHODUS CASE. 
The opinion of the United States Supreme 


court in the Rhodus case upheld the opinion 
of the lilinois Supreme court, which in turn 
supported Judge Julian Mack in holding the 
Rhodus brothers guilty of contempt of court 
in refusing to produce books and records of 
the Mercantile Securities and Mercantile 
Finance companies after a receiver had been 
appointed. 


At the time they were sentenced the Rhodus 


brothers were under indictment im the fed- 
eral courts charged with misuse of the mails 
in promoting of the Central Life Securities 
company. They gave as reason for their re- 
fusal to produce the books of the subsidiary 
companies the fact that the records con- 
tained evidence that might be used against 
them. Since then the federal indictments 
have been quashed, 


Judge Mack declined to accept the plea of 


constitutional privilege, adjudged the broth- 
ers in contempt of court, and imposed the 
sentence.

Speculators were, the 
only buyers at the upturn, however, and 
when they tried to resell their holdings they 
found it necessary to accept 10c lower than 
at the opening. The market closed on this 
basis, or steady with the Monday prices. Cat- 
tle values held at an unchanged level. Fresh 
receipts consisted chiefly of plain and medi- 
um quality light steers; and prices covered 
a narrow range, with/distillery steers top- 
ping the market at $7 Calves met with 
a firm demand from outsiders and sold up 
to $8.40 for loads and at $8.50 for odd lots of 
assorted vealers. The first grass fed spring 
lambs were received from California and 
sold at $9.00, a record price fog that clase of 
stock. The appearance of these offerings 
proved detrimental to the market for ma- 
tured lambs, and a decline of 10@l5ic was 
made in the price of the latter. Sheep held 
strong to a shade higher, with one band of 
western wethers showing an advance of lic. 


CATTLE, 


Receipts of 2,000 head were not large enough to 
test the strength of the demand for beef cattle, 
and included so few loads of desirable feeding 
steers that a moderate call from the country suf- 
ficed to send the value of feeders to a 10@l65c high- 
er level, All the native cattle offered in the steer 
‘division were lacking in weight and quality and 
less than half a dozen loads passed the $7.00 mark. 
Of the latter ore lot of 18 head, weighing an aver- 
age of 1,375 Ibs. reached $7.50, while another load 
of 1,414 lb offerings sold up to §7.60. The dearth 
of fat corn fed natives was partly offset by the 
receipt of 6 loads of distillery steers good enqugh to 
make §7.75, the day’s best figures. Other light 
distillers from Kentucky sold at $6.90. Competi- 
tion in the market for $6.00@6.40 beef steers was 
stimulated by the appearance of country buyers, 
ready to pay as high as the packers for the privi- 
lege of taking the offerings for further feeding. 

Light offerings enabled salesmen to secure steady 
prices for grass fed cows, in spite of the fact that 
packers continued to discriminate against this 
Class of stock. Good heavy beef cows and fat 
heifers sold on a stronger basis, with outsiders and 
local operators apparently in need of moderate 
supplies. A few choice heifers sold up to §6.40@ 
7.00, with the bulk of the good grades at $5.50@ 
6.25, Beef cows made $5.00@5.50, with odd lots 
of fancy quality up to $6.00. Light bulls were 
slow sale at 10e lower prices, while selected heavy 
bolognas and fat butchers held fully steady. 
Butcher bulls sold at $5.50@6.00, while selected bo- 
lognas made $4.50@4.60. Bulls weighing less than 
1.000 Ibs sold at $4.00 and lower. Receipts of 
calves were placed at 6,500 head. This supply was 
fully up to expectations, and packers tried to 
force a decline in values. They held their bids at 
$7.90 at the opening, but were forced to pay up 
to $8.25@8.35 for fancy vealers by outsiders, who 
bought full loads at $8.40 and paid $8.50 for as- 
sorted lots.

Corn, Wheat, Cotton, and Fruits Show 


Improvement Over Year Ago, Despite 
Ravages of Chinch Bug. 


Guthrie, Okla., May 81.—(Specirl.}—dn the 
crop bulletin for May issued today by Charles 
F. Barrett, secretary of the state board of 
agricuiture, the present growing condition 
of corn is sbown to be 08.8 per cent, as 
against 91.2 per cent on May 1 and 83.9 per 

cent a year ago. 

The growing condition of wheat is 88.8 per 
cent, as against 7. per cent last month 
and 61.5 per cent a year ago. 

Chinch bugs practically destroyed wheat 
and oats in several townships along the Kan- 
gas state ‘where the farmers bave plowed 
up the wheat\and oats and are planting the 
land to corn. he wheat acreage to be har- 
vested is estimated at 1,587,423 acres, as 
against 1,000,285 in the spring of 1000. 

Tue sixty cotton growing counties of the 
state show an increased acreage of 191.1 per 
cent over that of 1000. The estimated cotton 

acreage season is 2,160,900, as compared 
with 1,206,415 last year. The growing condi- 
tion of cotton is reported as 82.2, as compared 
with 72.7 per cent a year ago.

New York Bulls Bid Fast. 

In the New York cotton market brokers for 
the bull clique were forced to bid frantically 
for cotton in order to save themselves even 
greater losses. May cotton sold off to 14.810 
compared to a closing price last Friday of 
14.950. 

The highest point reached on the crop was 
16.46c and the highest price during the month 
Was 15.80. The net ioss for the day was esti- 


} mated to have cost the bulls about $400, 000. 


reased consumption of cotton as the re- 
ult of the high prices, fine prospects for the 
new crop, and the aggressive tactics of the 
eastern bears who were supposed to have 
been backed by Morgan and also by Standard 
Oil interests were the obetacles which proved 
to much for the bulls. 


Wheat Deal Lacks Thrills. 

The May wheat déal, which has also been 
advertised for months, finished without the 
slightest excitement. There were final de- 
liveries of about 300,000 bushels. The price 
at the end wae 04% cents, compared to a 
high point on the crop of $1.16. In the last 
ten days the price for May has slumped about 
15 cents. 

T. H. Waterman, the bul) leader in wheat, 
is marketing his cash holdings rapidly and 
i# claimed to have sold about all the wheat 
delivered to him during May, with millers 
still after. the grain. The merchandising of 
the cash wheat will leave Waterman prob- 
ably a winner on his entire operations. 


SENSATIONAL DAY IN COTTON. 

New York, May 31.—There was a sensa- 
tional break in the New York cotton market 
today, with trading more active and excited 
than at any time since the series of drastic 
@eclines which carried prices down about 3 
cents a pound last January. It was the last 
day of trading im May contracts, business in 
that delivery ending at midday. 

During the morning the bull leaders made 
some show of supporting the market by bid- 
ding for large blocks of May delivery, but as 
goon as May oontracts were out of the way 
there was a rush of selling orders from al 
directions, under which July deliveries melt- 
ed away to 14.18, or 74 points under the clos- 
ing figures of last week, and 161 points under 
the high level of the season. 

The New York market for spot suffered 
even more severely than did futures. The 
price of middiing cotton was marked down 
80 pointa, about about $4 a bale, and presum- 
ing that the control of the local stock, 
amounting to 240,000 bales, still rests with the 
bull leaders, who are credited with having 
taken up another 30,000 bales today, the loss 
on the spot cotton alone, as measured by to- 
night's price, would be in the neighborhood 
6f $000,000, while it is estimated that at least 
900,000 bales of long contracts were liq- 
uldated. 

End of Sensational Month. 

With today ends one of the most sensational 
months in the history of the New York cotton 
market so far as deliveries of actual cotton 
are concerned. July is the next active month 
to mature. Not long ago it was estimated 
that there was even a greater interest in July 
than in May, and it was predicted thet the 
bull crowd would extend their operations into 
that month. But today’s heavy selling and 
the rumors gs Mr. Patten’s position 
have cast a considerable doubt on such an 
extension of the deal. In any event it is 
claimed that the bulls have not been able to 
market their spot holdings as rapidly as ex-

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Rock Island State's Hande 
Halts Grand Jury Session. 


MAKES TRIP T0 cHICAGO.| 
SES of Reform. 


Hopes to Get Added Facts of Fraternal 
‘Tribunes’ Deal. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rock Island, III., May 9 14 
sudden halt was called today by State's Attor - 
ney Magill of Rock Island county in the grand 


jury. investigation into the deal by which 


$57,000 was taken from the reserve fung, of 
the Fraternal Tribunes insurance society. 
All the prepared indictments in the matter 
were held up and tonight Magill left for Chi- 
cago to prosecute a secret search for needed 
evidence. 

An unexpected development of the grand 
the investigators to the question of inducing 
James R. B. Van Cleave of Springfield, for- 
mer state insurance commissioner and presi- 
dent of the Lincoln bank of Springfield, to 
reveal to the grand jury all that he is sald to 
know of the existence of documents which 
tend to show that certain persons had con- 
tracted together to deliver the 11,000 mem- 
bers of the Fraternal! Tribunes for §7 a head. 

It m said that L. M. Campbell of Port 


was elected head of the Fraternal Tribunes 
after the merger of the society with the 
American Home Circle, at one time had pos- 
session of the missing documents, and that it 
was thro the assistance of Van Cleave 
that Campbell vice supreme tribune of the 
Fraternal! Tribunes after the society’s re- 
serve fund had been dissipated, wae permit- 
ted to see the documents. . 
May Crowd Van Cleave’s Hand. 

State’s Attorney Magill is said to hold the 
opinion that the grand jury ie entitled to 
know al] that Van Cleave knows about the 
matter and it is probable that the prosecutor, 
in order to ‘obtain the testimony of Van 
Cleave as against other men, will seek to 
exert whatever pressure may rest in testi- 
mony heretofore given touching Van Cleave's 
alleged part in the withdrawal of the $57,000 
reserve fund from the Chicago Title and 
Trust company and its subsequent deposit 
in Van Cleave’s Springfield bank 

The grand jury will convene again next 
Friday and at that time several witnesses 
will.teatify concerning the manner in which 
the American Home Circle was successively 
merged with three other fraternal insurance 
societies besides its merger with the Fra- 
ternal Tribunes. Among the witnesses sum- 
moned are Postmaster Loren E. Wheeler 
of Springfield, who acted as arbiter for the 
American Home Circle when its officers were 
pressed by the Fraternal Tribunes for the 
return of the $57,000 reserve fund; F. W. 
Potter, state insurance commissioner; A. L.. 
Herford of Springfield, president of the Court 
of Honor; Attorney Brainerd of Peoria, head 
of the Mutual Reserve, and J. E. Garwood of 
Peoria. 

By the testimony of these men the state's 
attorney hopes to be able to establish the 
fact that a certain gang of men in Iinois 
made a practice of absorbing fraternal in- 
surance societies and dissipating their funds. 


Rexdale Issues Statement. 


Robert Rexdale of Rock Island today fol- 
lowed the example of Attorney H. A. Weld 
of this city dy making public a detailed 
statement of his knowledge of the deal by 
which he and other officers of the Fraternal 
Tribunes sold out their of$ces for $25,000. 
Rexdale’s statement is in parteas follows: 

H. A. Weld called me to his office Sun- 
day evening and said that he wae giving a 
statement to THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE. I told 
hum that as I had testified before the grand 
jury I had expected to have my statement 
come out when that body, or the authorities, 
were ready to release it. I found he had the 
statement prepared and said I was perfectly 
willing to have all this matter published, 
but had not fel free to do so. 

“The only part of Weld’s statement I can 
corroborate is that which relates to myself. 
I was assured by Dr. A. L. Craig of Chicago 
and K. M. Whitham of Aledo, that no part 
of the money was in any sense the funds 
of the Fraternal Tribunes or from the funds 
of any other society, but was the individual 
funds of Thomas W. Wilson and the other 
four constituting the management of the 
American Home Circle. 

“Dr. Craig sald that if on investigation 
everything oved to be all right for the 
order that hace men, meaning the board of 
the American Home Circle, would be willing 
to put up $25,000 of their own money, of 
which he said I ought to have $8,000, Weld 
$6,000, and the remaining $11,000 to be divided 
between itham and himself. 


Knew of No Other Cash. 

“I had absolutely no knowledge of any 

other money in the transaction or that there 
was to be anything more paid. It must have 
been close to Thanksgiving, 1008, either the 
day before or the day after, that Whitham 
came into the office and handed me certiti- 
cates of deposit issued by the Capital Na- 
tional bank of Lansing, Mich., with which 
his brother is connected. One of these cer- 
tificates wae for $5,000 and another was for 
$2,500. He also gave me a bank book with 
$600 as a checking account. 

Ho came into my office in the Carse build- 
ing and handed me the above certificates, 
making no particular remark except to call 
attention to them as he handed them over. 
The larger certificate was left in the Lansing 
bank. The 2.500 ome I transferred to the 
Continental National bank of Chicago. I 
checked againet this to a Mmited extent. I 
felt that it was beat not to invest this money, 
so that I might be in a position to hand it” 
back in the event the affairs of the order 
were not properly conducted. 

“That is just what I did do when the da- 
covery was made that the reserve fund had 
‘peen touched and that things were not going 
right.”

The recent conference of a joint committee 


ot union and nonunion managers on the fire 


insurance expense problem is attracting 
more than usual attention among Chicago 
agents. The word has gone out that among 
the first subjects to come before the general 
one prem th eProp e aed ge is 
the expense question in Chi 

‘Companies seem alive to 3 
reforms in this direction are needed. One of 
the lines of inquiry of the Illinois Fire Ingur- 
ance commission was expenses. Many com- 
pany managers testified that the ratio was 
too high, but they offered no definite program 
to remedy it. It is the prevailing opinion that 
unless the companies themselves tackle this 
subject definitely and vigorously, the states 
themselves will take a hand at regulation. 

Insurance Commissioner Hartigan of Min- 
hesota has expressed himself to the effect 
teat commissions are too high and deciarés 
that the companies confess that they are 
unable ta cope with the subject owing to 
opposing pressure from agents. The insur- 
ande commissioners’ convention now hae «4. 
special committee working on. the ins and 
outs of fire insurance expense, but it has not 
had a comprehensive view of the subfect. 
The chairman of the committee, Commis- 
sioner Barry of Michigan, addressed the 
companies for information, but the replies 
were not satisfactory. His committee had a 
hearing in Chicago, but it did not get before 
it many company men. 


Interest in Managers Aroused. 
The agitation,. however, has served to 
awaken an interest in company managers. 
The joint committee, therefore, hopes to re- 
celve views from all classes of institutions 
and expects to be able to accomplish some- 
thing in the west that wil avert legislative 


4 effort. 


The expense situation is more acute in the 
so-called “ excepted eities than anywhere 
else. These points, Chicago, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Louisville, and Milwaukee, 
are open territory on commissions. 

Meetings have been held in the past in the 
endeavor to hit upon a plan of cotperation 
that would find general favor, but se many 
varied angles presented themselves that no 
agreement could be reached. Thelarge cities 
committee of the Western Union has found 
itself unable to present a satisfactory 
scheme. | 

‘If the companies do agree to cooperate on a 
plan for Chicago and try it out there, they 
will, no doubt, confer with a special commit- 


| tee of the Chicago board of underwriters rep 


resenting the local agency ranks. Hereto- 
fore the Chicago board as a body has not 
been recognized. 


Compensation System in Use. 

The present agency system has been built 
up in Chicago on existing methods of com- 
pensation. Arrangements with solicitors and 
brokers have been entéred into on the basis 
of commissions in vogue for many years. 
Any attempt to readjust the commission 
factor will interfere with the agents and 
their manifold connections, 

Now that the Chicago brokers have an 
organization that is making itself felt, the 
Insurance Brokerage Association of Chi- 
cago, it will be able to crystallize sentiment 
as regard that class of business getters and 
will have to be reckoned with. 

The joint committee handling this big 
subject is a strong one and represents the 
wide range of company interests that will 
be dealt with. 

George Burgiehaus, who has resigried as 
inspector of the. Terre Haute, Ind., branch 
of the inspection bureau, to go with the 
Calumet, is now in Chicago getting ac- 
quainted with the policy of the company. 
He will be assigned to the east. Mr. Bur- 
glehaus came from Minneapolis and it was 
while a resident of that city that Secretary 
Greely of the Calumet knew him. The 
Calumet, by the way, in adding some in- 
spection talent to its corps of workers will 
have its business gone over in view of the 
recent readjustment of its line sheet and 
prohibited list. 


Actuaries’ Society to Meet. 

The American Institute of Actuariés, the 
new society organized last summer by the 
younger life companies, will hold its annua) 
meeting at the La lle in Chicago next 
Tuesday and Wednesday. The committee on 
arrangements is headed by Secretary C. J. 
Arnold of the Illinois Life. Lucius McAdam, 
actuary of the United States Life and an- 
nuity of Chicago is president, and Actuary 
Seitz of the Security Life of Chicago is se- 
retary. 


Society of America, s composed of the ac- 
tuaries of the older companies, Its en- 
trance requirements are stringent and many 
of the younger ectuaries found themselves 
debarred. The new association has not 
adopted a libenal system of entrance re- 
quirementa, but it is not es rigid as that 
malntalned by the parent organisation.
